REMARKS 

Examiner has rejected independent claims 1-2, 7-10 and 12-13 under 35 
U.S.C.§102 (e) as being unpatentable over USP 6,594,682 to Peterson et. al ("Peterson "). 

The standard under §102 for anticipation is exacting. Anticipation requires that 
all of the elements of the claimed invention, arranged as set forth in the claim, be 
disclosed in a single reference. The Peterson reference fails this exacting standard for the 
claims of the present application. 
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
